However, the fact is that 
‘West Ham never won any- 
thing. 

They did not graft and 
compete. 

On the other hand, if you 
look at the Liverpool team 
you find some of the great- 


est players in the United 
Kingdom, but every one 
competes as though his life 
depended on it — and of 
course his Soccer life does. 

The Liverpool administ- 
ration humbles players. 

It lets them know that 
no-one is indispensable, 
that every player must give 
his best ALL of the time. 

Arrogance, along with 
muthlessness, seem to be 
classed as prime qualities in 
today's society, when they 
should not be. 

They are evidence of 
clodiness, selfishness and 
love of self.

WILLIE WALLACE’S Penrith plan mir- 
rors the development of the great Cel- 
tic side of the 1960s. e . 


Celtic won the Seottish 
championship for nine con- 
secutive seasons from 1965- 
66, and were the first Brit~ 
ish club to win the Euro- 
pean Cup. 

Wallace was one of the 
few players Celtic manager 
and current Scotland boss 
Jock Steini bought. Tt was a 
side that consisted mostly 
of players who came 
through the club’s junior 
ranks. 

“At Penrith, it-is the 
same as at Celtic,” Wallace 
said. 

“It took from 1960 to 
1964 before Celtic really 
started to produce what 
they were after — not just 
winning a few matches, but 


winning championships 
and matching the best in 
Europe.” 


This year, as coach of the 
newly-formed Penrith 
City, Wallace was in the 
unusual position of having 


to build a team from scratch. 


And so far, the club's 
entry into the National 
League has gone well 
“We're still a bit short of 
what I would like, but I'm 
more than happy with our 
progress,” Wallace said. 


Penrith officials obvious- 
ly were influenced by Wal- 
lace’s success in building a 
strong youth programme at

They are two entirely diffe-

“Professional coaches are 
needed for junior teams, to 
develop players from 10 to 
14, the age when skills are 
learnt. 

“At the end of the day, a 
certificate means nothing. If 
you have never played the 
game, how can you pass on 
experience to a young play- 
er, of what he needs when 
he gets older? 

“Tt is a vast job to put 
coaches in the right areas. 
This is slowly developing, 
but it will take a long time. 

“There must be a lot 
more emphasis placed on 
the top coaches getting in- 
volved, including the 
national coach.”

Wallace said the best 
solution is provided in a 
full-time set-up. 

“The coach can work 
with the senior team in the 
mornings and then with the 
junior teams in the even- 
ings. But it comes back to 
economics. 

“One of the best coaches 


T have seen working with 
players is the age level of 15 
to 17 is Les Scheinflug,” 
said Willie. 

He added that it was im- 
portant thar, the national

“The national team coach 
should be involved in an 
advisory capacity. He 
should know what's hap- 
pening in every State, at 
every level.”
